The battle occurred aboard the 
Runnymede Park after a peaceful 
disembarkation from another trans­ 
port, the Empire Rival.

The bomb was capa­ 
ble of blowing a six foot wide hole 
in the .ship's bottom. 
Hundreds of the Jews fought all 
the way from the grim holds of the 
Runnymede Park to a dock-side 
railway train to avoid entering the 
country they describe as the grave­ 
yard of millions of their kinsmen. 


13 Women Wounded

Gandhi Threatens 
Fast "Unto Death" 


NEW DELHI, 8ept • (INS)— 
Mohandas K. Gandhi threatened a 
fast “unto death” tonight to force 
an end to the bloody communal 
riots which have swept the capital 
of the Hindu dominion. 
His arrival coincided with the en­ 
try of several thousand troops as­ 
signed to stem the arson and blood­ 
shed in the smoke-darkened city. 
The 77-year-old spiritual leader 
of India’s millions appealed to Hin­ 
dus and Sikhs who have been in 
costly clashes with Moslems to 
halt their carnage and then de­ 
clared: 
“I must apply my do or die for­ 
mula for Delhi.” 
Gandhi recently staged one of 
his famous fasts in Calcutta to stem 
rioting there and announced at 
that time his next fast would be 
“unto death.” 
Gandhi called on the rioters to 
give the new dominion a “chance to 
set its house in order.” He con­ 
ferred 
with Premier 
Jawaharlal 
Nehru and Home Affairs Minister 
Patel. 
Later Gandhi saw British Gover­ 
nor General Viscount Mountbatten. 
He was dissuaded by medical ad­ 
visers from visiting the riot areas. 
Nehru went to the microphone 
meanwhile to warn Indians that 
famine and disease would follow 
continued rioting. 
He declared that “action on a 
war basis” would be taken and that 
“no mercy” would be shown to those 
responsible for continued strife.

The cause of the explosions was 
unknown.

“Yes." replied Penman. “He’s con­ 
fessed." 


Mrs. Graff screamed hysterically, 
leaped at Williams and clutched 
him around the throat, crying out: 
“Why did you kill my little girl? 
Why did you kill my little girl?" 
Detectives and police pulled her 
away. As they eased her gently to 
one side, she fainted.

GAO general coun­ 
sel, told a House Expenditures sub­ 
committee the act has outlived its 
usefulness, gives “unnecessary and 
tremendous" authority to contract­ 
ing agencies, and allows too much 
“finality" to settlements agreed to 
by contractors and federal agencies 
dealing with them. 
Aet Is Defended 
The subcommittee is investigating 
alleged frauds and overpayments in 
terminated contracts. 
As evidence that the government 
does not always fare too well in 
making settlements, Fisher cited 32 
cases in which he said over-pay­ 
ments totalled $1,121,895. These, he 
said, axe in addition to several score 
cases of actual fraud reported last 
month to a Senate qpmmittee. 
Fraud cases, Fisher told the sub­ 
committee, are referred to the Jus­ 
tice Department while cases of over­ 
payment w i t h o u t evidence of 
fraud are referred to the contract­ 
ing agencies with the expectation 
that efforts will be made to recover 
the overpayments.

U n ivers mUitary train in g con tü iues to be favor­ 
ed by public opin ion , d espite all the propagan d a of 
pacifist groups. 
Those who have fought our battles 
in two world war^—members of the American Legion 
an d other veteran s’ organ ization s have ad vocated such 
a step. 
Govemcw TTiomas E. Dewey wen t on record 
VI favor of it when he appeared for Legion n aires 
recen tly in New York. 
He said , “It is our d uty to 
provid e a program in volvin g participation s by all 
able-bod ied youn g American men un d er un iversal 
military train in g.** 
That was about as flat a statemen t as a man can 
make on on e of the hottest poUtical issues of the d ay 
—an d d irectly opposed to the views of Sen ator Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio, n ow Mr. Dewey’s chief rival for the 
Republican presid en tial n omin ation . 
A short time before Mr. Dewey mad e kn own his 
views, Den ver Un iversity’s Opin ion Research Cen ter 
un d ertook to fin d out from which segmen ts of the 
population the pro an d an ti-sen timen ts on this issue 
come. 
The same question s were asked of busin ess­ 
men . factory workers, farmers, whitecollar workers. 
Group' also were d ivid ed amon g the youn g (who would 
be compeUed to take the train in g I, the mid d le-aged 
an d eld erly, (who would be exempt). 
They were 
classified separately as veteran s an d n on -veteran s. 
An d geographically—Rocky Moun tain an d Pacific 
States, Mid west, New En glan d , Mid -Atlan tic an d 
South. 
In all categories, an d with on ly sUght variaUon s, 
the vote was stron gly in favor of un iversal train in g. 
The lowest percen tage was amon g the farmers, 58 
per cen t for. 
The over-aU average was 65 per cen t 
for, 81 per cen t again st, four per cen t un d ecid ed . 
At least a portion of that un d ecid ed four percen t 
must in clud e members of Con gress who failed to act 
on this issue in the last session . 
Apparen tly 96 per 
cen t of the people alread y have mad e up their min d s, 
an d at a ratio of better than two-to-on e in favor of 
military train in g. 
How explain this similarity of sen timen t amon g 
such d iveiwe groups, d ivision s an d classificaticms of 
our populatiOTi? How better explain it, in d eed , than 
to remember that self-preservation is also the first 
law of society. 
It’s an other case of the people bein g 
ahead of their elected represen tatives.

Its argumen t is that n othin g succeed s like failure.

h e appen d ix is vuln erable be­ 
cause of its location an d the 
fact that, like a on e-way street, 
it has but on e open in g. To our 
kn owled ge, the organ has n o fun c­ 
tion , an iron ical situation con sid er­ 
in g the trouble it can prod uce. 
Most person s are acquain ted with 
the symptoms an d treatm en t of 
acute appen d icitis but few appre­ 
ciate what goes on behuid the 
scen es. The exact origin of the in ­ 
flammation is n ot clear but there 
are man y theories. The most logical 
is that the tin y passagew’ay of the 
structure becomes obstructed by a 
hard fecal 
con cretion 
tfecolithi. 
Blockage may also follow the swal­ 
lowin g of seed s or the accumula­ 
tion ol pmworms. When obstruction 
arises, the n ormal bacterial in liabi- 
tan ts of the region are given a 
chan ce to flourish. 


At an y rate, in the begin n in g, in - 
flammaiion is con fin ed to the ulter­ 
ior of this w'ormlike sac. If the 
organ is n ot removed , on e of two 
thin gs can happen . In fection may 
spread mto the abd omin al cavity 
tperiton itis» : or the attack may 
subsid e. Un fortun ately, we have n o 
way of d etermin in g 
in 
ad van ce 
which course will be taken . While 
spon tan eous healin g is the rule in 
70 per cen t of the cases, the ph\si- 
cian usually recommen d s surgery 
as. with this proced ure, m orulity is 
practically n il. 
Complication s 
arise 
when 
the 
structure perloraies. allowin g in ­ 
fected material to reach the ab- 
d ommal cavity. Sin ce this hollow 
space IS lin ed by a thin membran e 
ipen ton eum*. the result is gen erally 
periton itis. But an an atomical break 
m the wall of the appen d ix is n ot 
always required . As swellin g in ­ 
creases, the organ becomes more 
porous an d . in time, bacteria liter­ 
ally seeps thru its substan ce. 
Either turn may be taken at an y 
time d urin g the bout but the out­ 
come IS more likely to be settled 
d urin g the third d ay. When rupture 
en sues the m d md ual may feel re­ 
lieved because the ten sion wUhrn 
the structure is gon e. But comfort 
is shortlived an d pain return s w'^hen 
periton itis d evelops. 
Should rupture or seepage occur 
« lowly, however, the bod y sen ses the 
d ifficulty an d begin s to build a waU 
about the in flamed area. In so 
d oin g the con ten ts of the mtestin e 
will be sealed off from the abd om­ 
in al cavity. This is an ad van tage 
but IS n ot without possibility of 
trouble; altliough the victim d oes 
n ot en coun ter periton itis, he is left 
with an abd omin al abeces.. When 
this situation con fron ts the sur­ 
geon at exammalion . he Is likely to 
let well en ough alon e. In other in ­ 
stan ces. the ab.'J'ess can be d rain ed 
saieiy an d the appen d ix removed 
several mon ths later. 
The sulfas, pen icillin , an d strep­ 
tomycin have proved a boon in thesa 
complication s, so that they arc n o 
lon ger d read ed by patien ts an d ph\ - 
iician s. It IS possible that in the 
future, the won d er d rugs will play 
a more promin en t role m the treat­ 
men t of acute attacks,

Sept. » -F o r sev- 
eral mon ths n ow Messrs. Green , 
Murray an d Reuther of the labor- 
un ion world have been teUin g the 
coun try that high prices are the 
fault of American busin ess an d that 
wage in creases could be absorbed 
out of profits an d prices held d own . 
Presid en t Truman has used the 
prestige of his position an d the 
publicity machin e of 
the

House to spread the same argumen t 
but n ow the fallacy has been ex­ 
posed an d the govern men t itself 
must ackn owled ge by its action that 
such gen eralization s are erron eous. 
The railroad s tod ay stan d forth 
as a thagic example of what wage 
in flation can d o to the American 
econ omic system. The rail workers 
d eserve in creases to meet the most 
of livin g just as much as d o an y 
other class of employees. But the 
railroad s 
can n ot 
in crease 
their 
prices at will, as d o most busin esses. 
They must get permission from a 
govern men t agen cy—the In terstate 
Commerce Commission . 
The railroad s must pay more for 
their coal because the min ers got a 
big boost. The coal bill oi the Amer­ 
ican railroad s is en ormous. But coal 
isn ’t the on ly item of expen se that 
has gon e up. Steel an d iron used to 
replace 
equipmen t an d m ain tain 
track an d en gin e facilities n ave gon e 
up in price. So has everythin g else 
the railroad s use.

American railroad s face this year 
an in crease of three billion d ollars 
m operatin g expen ses. 
They got 
on e in crease in rates whir^» took 
care of about on e billion in in creas­ 
ed expen se. Now they are askin g for 
rates to yield two bilUon d ollars 
more. 
All this is based on the expecta­ 
tion that traffic will con ti'^ue its 
presen t high volume. If the in crease 
in rates isn ’t gran ted , the rajlrrad s 
of the Un ited States in 194« wiU 
show red figures for the comin g 
year of about $168,000,000. A big an d 
successful railroad like the Pen n ­ 
sylvan ia will go from a $5 000.000

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Public Opinion Continues 
To Favor Universal Training 
Universal military training continues to be favor- 
* sd by public opinion, despite a1! the propaganda of 
pacifist groups. 
Those who have fought our battles 
in two world wars—members of the American Legion 
and other veterans’ organizations have advocated such 
a step. 
Governor Thomas E. Dewey went on record 
in favor of it when he appeared for Legionnaires 
recently in New York. 
He said, "It is our duty to 
provide a program involving participations by all 
able-bodied young American men under universal 
military training.** 
That was about as flat a statement as a man can 
make on one of the hottest political issues of the day 
—and directly opposed to the views of Senator Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio, now Mr. Dewey’s chief rival for the 
Republican presidential nomination. 
A short time before Mr. Dewey made known his 
views, Denver University’s Opinion Research Center 
undertook to find out from which segments of the 
population the pro and anti-sentiments on this issue 
come. 
Hie same questions were asked of business­ 
men, factory workers, farmers, whitecollar workers. 
Groups also were divided among the young (who would 
be compelled to take the training), the middle-aged 
and elderly, (who would be exempt). 
They were 
classified separately as veterans and non-veterans. 
And geographically—Rocky Mountain and Pacific 
States, Midwest, New England, Mid-Atlantic and 
South. 
In all categories, and with only slight variations, 
the vote was strongly in favor of universal training. 
The lowest percentage was among the farmers, 58 
per cent for. 
The over-all average was 85 per cent 
for, SI per cent against, four per cent undecided. 
At least a portion of that undecided four percent 
must include members of Congress who failed to act 
on this issue in the last session. 
Apparently 96 per 
tent of the people already have made up their minds, 
and at a ratio of better than two-to-onq in favor of 
military training. 
How explain this similarity of sentiment among 
such diverse groups, divisions and classifications of 
our population? How better explain it, indeed, than 
to remember that self-preservation is also the first 
law of society. 
It’s another case of the people being 
ahead of their elected representatives.

Fashion Decrees And Their 
Effect On Pinched Pocketbooks 
Shopkeepers, recognizing that a revolt is on 
among women against the longer hemlines, are 
plastering their stores with snappily-worded signs 
urging the fair sex to accept the decrees of fashion 
designers who show no concern over the inflation- 
flattened wallet in the old man's pocket. 
These lofty persons have come along with the 
order that henceforth women must abandon the be­ 
coming styles of wartime and preceding years. 
They 
must lower their hemlines far more than the "little 
below the kneecaps” for which some rebellious females 
have been holding out. 
This means that millions of women who can’t 
afford it—or whose husband’s can’t—must lay out 
money for new clothes, or be strictly old hat. 
This has been going on periodically for centuries. 
Women generally have seemed to believe that the 
changes of fashion were as inexorable as the move­ 
ment of astronomical bodies. 
Theirs not to reason 
why, theirs b&t to ehange or practically die of 
mortification. 
Fashions this season have changed partly because 
the designers have decided that they and the public 
are tired of wartime styles, but mostly because the 
designers and dressmakers have been irked by war­ 
time material controls. 
The current vogue calls for 
about a yard more material in each dress, which 
means more money for everybody concerned in dress 
production. 
As a consequence the hemline has gone 
down about where it was in the early 30’s. 
Present hems can’t be let down far enough to 
approximate the mode of the moment. 
The re­ 
sourceful woman might mask the missing inches with 
a flounce of lace or ruffles. 
But this device would 
soon come to be a telltale symbol of the madeover 
garment. 
Besides, there are other things, like nar­ 
rower shoulders, fuller hips and nipped-in waist that 
are more difficult to fake. 
In the face of this, there seems to be nothing to 
do but invest in new clothes, or rebel. 
The rebellion 
Is brave, bold and well-publicized, but we are afraid 
it won’t succeed. 
There are too few rebels, and, the 
more the rank and file give in to fashion, the more 
eonspicious the rebels will feel. 
After a time only 
the eccentrically conscientious will be hold outs. 
Fashions change, and so do the times. 
Today 
It seems rather nonsensical for American women to 
have to ehange styles and discard perfectly good 
garments when so many other women are desperately 
In need of clothing of any sort. 
Fashion dictators would do well to call the whole 
thing off, it seems to us. 
But we have no thought 
that they will. So men will pay and women will weep 
—or vice versa—while the hemlines go down and 
Inflation goes up.

Jail Or Sticker 
L ob Angeles has one of the country’s toughest 
traffic situations. Safety is hardly the guiding star 
of the thousands of motorists who drive in the sprawl­ 
ing California city. 
A Los Angeles Judge, in order to do something 
about the mounting traffic violations, has come up 
with what seems to be a sound idea. He offers offen­ 
ders the choice between five days in jail and having 
large "Traffic Violator” stickers affixed to their wind­ 
shields for a month. 
Inasmuch as most persons undoubtedly prefer 
liberty to incarceration, the choice must run heavily 
to the sticker alternative. The sticker serves the 
double purpose of subjecting the driver to a certain 
amount of opprobrium and constituting a lasting re­ 
minder of his shortcomings under the law. 
Time will have to prove or disprove the effective- 
naas of the plan, but at least it will bear watching. 
Anything that induces observance of traffic regula­ 
tions is worth adoption elsewhere.

BEHIND THE SCENES IN 
APPENDICITIS 
T 


HE appendix is vulnerable be­ 
cause of its location and the 
fact that, like a one-way street, 
it has but one opening. To our 
knowledge, the organ has no func­ 
tion, an ironical situation consider­ 
ing the trouble it can produce. 
Most persons are acquainted with 
the symptoms and treatment of 
acute appendicitis but few appre­ 
ciate what goes on behind the 
scenes. The exact origin of the in­ 
flammation is not clear but there 
are many theories. The most logical 
is that the tiny passageway of the 
structure becomes obstructed by rn 
hard fecal 
concretion 
(fecolith). 
Blockage may also follow the swal­ 
lowing of seeds or the accumula­ 
tion of pinworms. When obstruction 
arises, the normal bacterial inhabi­ 
tants of the region are given a 
chance to flourish. 


At any rate, in the beginning, in­ 
flammation is confined to the inter­ 
ior of this wormlike sac. If tho 
organ is not removed, one of two 
things can happen. Infection may 
spread into the abdominal cavity 
(peritonitis); or the attack may 
subside. Unfortunately, we have no 
way of determining 
in 
advance 
which course will be taken. While 
spontaneous healing is the rule in 
70 per cent of the cases, the physi­ 
cian usually recommends surgery 
as. with this procedure, mortality is 
practically nil, 
Complications 
arise 
when 
the 
structure perforates, allowing in­ 
fected material to reach the ab­ 
dominal cavity. Since this hollow 
space is lined by a thin membrane 
(peritoneum), the result is generally 
peritonitis. But an anatomical break 
in the wall of the appendix is not 
always required. As swelling in­ 
creases, the organ becomes more 
porous and, in time, bacteria liter­ 
ally seeps thru its substance. 
Either turn may be taken at any 
time during the bout but the out­ 
come is more likely to be settled 
during the third day. When rupture 
ensues the individual may feel re­ 
lieved because the tension within 
the structure is gone. But comfort 
is shortlived and pain returns when 
peritonitis develops. 
Should rupture or seepage occur 
slowly, however, the body senses the 
difficulty and begins to build a wall 
about the inflamed area. In so 
doing the contents of the intestine 
will be sealed off from the abdom­ 
inal cavity. This is an advantage 
but is not without possibility of 
trouble; although the victim does 
not encounter peritonitis, he is left 
with an abdominal abscess. When 
this situation conf roots the sur­ 
geon at examination, he is likely to 
let well enough alone. In other in­ 
stances. the abscess can be drained 
safely and the appendix removed 
several months later. 
The sulfas, penicillin, and strep­ 
tomycin have proved rn boon in these 
complications, so that they are no 
longer dreaded by patients and phy­ 
sicians. It is possible that in the 
future, the wonder drugs will play 
a more prominent role in the treat­ 
ment of acute attacks.

Mrs. R. G. writes: Are there any 
needles or injections to prevent tu­ 
berculosis? 
REPLY 
There Is no protective vaccine 
against the adult variety. By stay­ 
ing away from infected individuals, 
and keeping resistance high, the 
chances of becoming a victim are 
minimized. Since these precautions 
are not always possible, periodic X- 
rays are advised to detect early in­ 
volvement. BCG vaccine has proved 
useful In children who live in an 
environment where the disease is 
prevalent.

Mrs. Z. writes: I am 27 years old, 
5 feet 7 inches tall, and weigh 123 
pounds. I am in good health but, 
due to my stature, am becoming 
self-conscious.

4. Finally the British plan to 
have us buy back the abolition of 
Empire preference again when we 
give them more fund under the 
Marshall plan.

Sept. 9—For sev­ 
eral months now Messrs. Green, 
Murray and Reuther of the iabor- 
union world have been telling the 
country that high prices are the 
fault of American business and that 
wage increases could be absorbed 
out of profits and prices held down. 
President Truman has used the 
prestige of his position and the 
publicity machine of the White 
House to spread the same argument 
but now the fallacy has been ex­ 
posed and the government itself 
must acknowledge by its action that 
such generalizations are erroneous. 
The railroads today stand forth 
as a thagic example of what wage 
inflation can do to the American 
economic system. The rail workers 
deserve increases to meet the most 
of living just as much as do any 
other class of employees. But the 
railroads 
cannot 
increase 
their 
prices at will, as do most businesses. 
They must get permission from a 
government agency—the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 
The railroads must pay more for 
their coal because the miners got a 
big boost. The coal bill oi the Amer­ 
ican railroads is enormous. But coal 
isn t the only item of expense that 
has gone up. Steel and iron used to 
replace equipment and maintain 
track and engine facilities nave gone 
up in price. So has everything else 
the railroads use. 


Face Cost Beest of $3,H$,$M.0M 


American railroads face this year 
an increase of three billion dollars 
in operating expenses. 
They got 
one increase in rates which took 
care of about one billion in increas­ 
ed expense. Now they are asking for 
rates to yield two billion dollars 
more. 
All this is based on the expecta­ 
tion that traffic will continue its 
present high volume, lf the increase 
in rates isn’t granted, the railroads 
of the United States in 1948 will 
show red figures for the coming 
year of about $168,000,000. A big and 
successful railroad like the Penn­ 
sylvania will go from a $5 000.000 
profit this year to a loss of 415,000,- 
000. Despite all the fancy talk of 
high profits in American business,

Contends Labor Boost rd Pi Moo 
In an inflationary cycle the ques­ 
tion of whether the chicken or the 
egg cam! first goes unanswered also, 
Thus the labor-unkm leaders say 
prices rose first, yet immediately 
after V-J Day they insisted that 
workers must get the same pay for 
40 hours work as they got before 
for 40 straight time and • hours of 
overtime. A total payment was de- 
maded for 40 hours of work equal to 
what was paid out before far 48 
hours.

Ancient Mexicans 


WASHINGTON (JPh-A large ahell- 
mound, or “kitchen midden,” which 
may prove to be the first trace of 
a pre-pottery, pre-agricultural popu­ 
lation, has been discovered in south­ 
ern Mexico by an archeological ex­ 
pedition of the National Geographic 
Society arui the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution, in cooperation with the In­ 
stitute National de Antropologia y 
Historia of Mexico. 
The mound which contains clam 
shells, mixed with earth, charcoal 
and ash, and various objects of 
human manufacture, ie about MO 
feet long by 250 feet wide and more 
than IO feet high. 
A test trench produced a few 
fragments of crude pottery from the 
uppermost levels. In the lower por­ 
tion only obsidian knives and pieces 
of worked and shaped animal bones 
were uncovered. The existence of 
such an ancient hunting and shell- 
gathering economy has been specu­ 
lated on by archeologist! but this 
is the first discovery that can be 
attributed to such a culture.

Hie censor can 
find dirt in an infant’s glance. Hie 
height of the censor’s ambition is 
to delete everything in a comedian’s 
script.

There has been considerable pres­ 
sure here for some time for a price 
increase and master barbers, or 
shop owners, who now receive 30 
per cent of the receipts of barbers 
working in their shops, said they 
could not increase the 70 per cent 
commission berbers get. 
The shop owners say they must 
pay all overhead, including rent, 
barber supplies, laundry, Social Se­ 
curity and unemployment compen­ 
sation from the 30 per cent they 
receive. 
In April, 1945, barbers here in­ 
creased prices of haircuts to 65 
cents and shaves to 40 cents, for a 
five cent increase, and last April 
I increased prices to 75 for hair­ 
cuts and 50 cents for shaves.
